Twrcelyn  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  Sanitary  District  for  the  year  1969. 

The  present  year's  population  figure  of  9»770  remains  at  exactly 
the  same  figure  as  for  the  preceding  year,  that  year  itself  having 
produced  an  increase  of  260  persons  relative  to  its  predecessor.  It 
may  not,  therefore,  be  amiss  to  repeat  some  of  my  last  year's  "population 
coiaments",  when  I reflected  that  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  assess 
the  time  significance  of  that  increase  until  after  the  run  down  of  the 
labour  force  (necessarily  younger  age  groups  with  therefore  increasing 
families)  associated  with  the  Power  Station  project.  That  labour  force 
is  already  declining  and  will  not  remain  static  until  the  final 
commissioning  of  the  Power  Unit  into  designed  full  output. 

The  population  figure  in  1955  was  8,500.  From  then  onwards  there 
was  a regular  yearly  fall  to  7j950  in  1963»  Subsequently  with  the 
onset  of  the  Power  Station  constructional  work,  the  population  increased 
by  no  less  than  67O  in  one  year,  and  in  fact,  continued  to  increase 
annually  until  1968  reflected  9*770  which  has  remained  static.  It 
now  remains  to  be  seen  whether  a constructional  project  in  the  neigh- 
bouring Valley  Rural  District  will  involve  (and  therefore  distort)  rhe 
figure  for  this  District,  The  significance  of  these  figures  is  not 
just  a matter  of  passing  interest,  but  is  a pointer  to  the  Local 
Authorities  concerned  in  relation  to  arranging  appropriate  public 
services  for  the  future,  teiking  into  account  the  average  time  factor 
between  a Council's  actual  Resolution  and  the  final  completion  of  the 
particular  scheme. 

T e Birth  Ratef  fell  from  1955  to  1959*  but  an  increase 
commenced  in  the  following  year  and  continued  as  a tendency  on' II  ■ 
when  the  rate  was  18,87.  Although  (for  reasons  stated  above'  a.; 
in  1964  was  anticipated  it  turned  out  an  appreciable  one  and  continued 
so  t a figure  of  21,7  in  1966.  In  1968  the  Birth  Rate  for  tli’s  District 
was  24,7  when  during  the  same  year  Anglesey  as  a whole  produced  l8.6 
(a  fall  from  20,3)  and  England  and  Wales  l6,9  only  in  comparison.  The 
Corrected  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  under  review  has  fallen  by  0.2  but  is 
still  24,5  and  as  such  compares  with  18,9  for  Anglesey  and  16,3  for 
England  and  Wales, 

There  were  a total  of  166  deaths  (93  male  and  73  female)  showing 
an  increase  in  actual  occurences  of  I3.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
there  was  but  one  single  death  from  Tuberculosis,  but  for  I’ho  fi>st 
time  there  was  a death  attributable  to  Venereal  Disease.  WI  oc:  teen 
deaths  were  caused  by  Cancer  (formerly  21 ) and  of  these  t . . 7.r''olv'ed 
the  lungs.  Heart  failure  decreased  from  35  lo  S2  cases  and  os  such 
did  not  conform  with  the  national  picture  as  a v/hole. 

Of  the  Notifiable  Disease  group  it  is  pleasing  to  'V.ol  v-^i'reas 

in  the  preceding  year  there  were  two  such  notifications  ia  vI  avadiy 

both  involved  the  lungs)  yet  that  in  the  current  year  vbo..  -:  v r-  ’ r/. 
single  case  and  that  was  non  respiratory.  So  far  as  I hu'-r)  i-.''.,'.!  to 

discover  this  is  the  first  year  in  which  there  has  boon  -'o  -Zr-P'-y->  • c.t 
lung  tuberculosis,  or  in  other  words  the  shock  pici*:rrr<  oj*'  d-./v'; 

has  been  wiped  out  by  a combination  of  planned  circ'  vr  tvii  :o  • ' w.lr. a - a 
raised  standard  of  living,  re-housing,  specialist's  aj'.'. 

nursing  supervision. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  near  completion,  tov.'ardo  the  end  of  the 
year,  of  the  Llanfechell  sewerage  scheme  to  the  degree  of  house  connections 


and  thereby  the  corresponding  increasing  public  sewerage  scheme 
coverage  for  the  districts  inhabitants.  But  it  is  correspondingly, 
to  say  the  least,  disappointing  to  note  that  although  the  Council 
has  completed  its  responsibilities  (by  organising  a schedule), 
that  the  Ministerial  Public  Enquiry  had  been  held  and  that  technical 
approval  had  been  granted,  yet  that  the  whole  of  the  Council's 
wishes  and  intentions  relative  to  the  Llaneilian  and  Penysam  area 
were  inexplicably  brought  to  negation  by  a financial  refusal  to 
co-operate  by  higher  authority.  This  situation  is  all  the  more 
extraordinary  for  two  reasons.  Firstly  the  area  concerned  has  always 
been  a holiday  tourist  catchment  area,  secondly  the  importance  of  the 
Country's  environment  factors  is  being  given  rightly,  increasing 
publicity  attention.  Any  sewerage  schome  is  surely  the  most  basic 
Qconomro'^  factor  (coupled  with  pur-e  v/ater  provision)*  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  tjie^^puncil ' s similar  v/ishes  and  intentions  relative  to 
the  communi cat i erts  of  Rhosybol  and  Talwm  will  not  meet  with  the 
similar  frustrations  ox  "technical  approval  but  financial  disapproval". 
Grants  seem  to  have  been  readily  available  for  other  schemes  elsewhere. 

However  it  is  pleasing  to  understand  from  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  that  the  District  is  now  substantially  served  with  chlorinated 
mains  water,  water  supply  that  in  Anglesey  has  the  added  advantage  (in 
relation  to  juvenile  teeth)  of  being  fluoridated  and  therefore  alieady 
showing  the  benefit  that  is  found  elsewhere  in  the  v/orld. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
also  the  Clerk  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  all  tiro  ready 
co-operation  and  assistance.
